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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 1 : A sample breaking-up instrument in accordance with claim 2 1, in 
which said pressing member is provided with a groove extending circumferentially on an 
outer surface thereof in the vicinity of its top end located in the sample side, and an O- 
ring is fitted in said groove. 

Claim 12: A sample breaking-up instrument in accordance with claim 2 ^_, in 
which said filter member has a plurality of through holes, each having a diameter of a 
cross section orthogonal to an axis in a range of 50 to 200 micrometers. 

Claim 13: A sample breaking-up instrument in accordance with claim 2 1, in 
which said filter member defines a plate having a thickness in a range of 1 to 3 
millimeters. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2, 8, 11, 12 and 13 are allowed. 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither teaches nor fairly suggests a hand-held homogenizer comprising a 
pressing member with protrusions extending from the end surface, a filter and a 
cylindrical body, the pressing member adapted to homogenize a sample and to be 
contained in the cylindrical body during centrifugation, acting to force homogenized 
sample through the filter.
